Unwilling to allow Mr. McCulloch’s state- 
ments regarding the demands of the men 
to go unchallenged, M. C. Buckley, president . 
of the employés of the company, iseued the 
following statement in the evening: 
“We desire that the publNc shall thor- 


| oughly understand our conditions, for we feel 


that we are not asking anything unreason- 
able. First, as to wages, can it be said we 
are unreasonable? Why, our present rate 
of wage is only three cents an hour ahove 
the old horse car wages. 

“ Compare our work, if you please, now, 
with that of the horse car. We do more 
work in one hour now than we did ina whole 
day with a horse car. In the last three years 
our work has been almost doubled, the cars 
have been enlarged to almost double their 
former size, and the speed has been in- 
creased one-third. The wage we are asking 
is nowhere in comparison with what the in- 
crease of labor has been @uring these three 
years, to say nothing of the past. 

“We also are asking a rearrangement of 
the schedules so we will not have td do more 
than ten hours of labor within a reasonable 
time. At the present it takes some of our 
members nineteen hours to get in a duy’s 
work of ten hours. We feel that all the men 
should complete their day’s work within a 
reasonable time, say eleven or twelve hours. 


Would Have Better Shifts. 

“In our request. the company can have 
fifteen hours’ time in which to complete the 
common trippers. Can any one say we are 
unfair in offering such propositions? We 
think not. Again, the public must under- 
stand that before a motorman or conductor 
receives a regular position, where he labors 
under the conditions I have just described, 
he must serve two or three years on the extra 
ist, being om duty practically all of the time 


without pay only when he takes a run. 


“A great deal has been said about our re- | 
quest for the upionizing of the road. It is 
stated that we want to say whom the com- 
pany shall hire and discharge. This is un- 
true. We have asked that every employé 
in the train service become a member of our 
organization. This request has been made 
in order to protect our organisation and to 
free us from the persecution that we have 
been subjected to ever since the {_ rmation of 
our organization. The union men have been 
subject to all kittds of petty annoyance and 
discharge, while spies have been employed 
and nonunion men encouraged to antagonize 
our organization and its interests. 

“Tn that request we have not 
sought to dictate whom the company shall 
hire or discharge. All we have asked is this: ; 
The company is free to hire whom it pleases, 
but after men have been hired for forty-five 
days they are to become members of our or- 
ganization. On the question of discharge 
we have made no new request. 

“Tn our defense we ask every one to thor- 
oughiy Investigate the requests, feeling as- 
sured that when all are acquainted with the 
environments they will agree that there is

Joseph G. Cannon has been heir apparent 
to the speakership almost ever since Col. 
Henderson gave notice that he did not intend 
to stay in the house. The nioment he said 
that the question of the speakership came 
to the front. Several old and experienced

quite willing to assume the responsibilities 
of the position, but the current of sentiment 
set so strongly in favor of Mr. Cannon—he 
was so manifestly the man for the place— 
that one by one the others who thought they 
had claims withdrew in his favor and left 
him a clear field. He did not go out in search 
of the speakership; it came to him because

It may be inferred that 
‘he does not see the need of monetary legis- 
lation now any more than he did a few 
months ago, when he said it was unneces- 
sary.‘ He’ believes that fictitious values of 
securities have been dest?oyed, and that the 
“récovery from lecal indigestion arising 
from consumption of ‘ wind and water’ is 
assured.”
